He 
circled the field several times and 
twice skimmed the surface before 
he finally mude a_ perfect landing 
at a speed estimated at close to 90 
miles an hour. 

Maughan said as he approached 
Cheyenne he experienced a_ reeur- 
rence of the nausea from protracted 
nervous strain, which caused him to 
collapse here last year. He became 
normal after alighting from _ his 
ship. 

At 2:35 o’elock, Maughan was 
handed an encouraging weather re. 
port from Rock Springs, 200 miles 
west. He smiled as he rend it. It 
said: “Partly cloudy. Ceiling and 
visibility practically unlimited.”

St. Joseph, Mo., June 23.—In fine 
spirits and with his piane in good 
condition after flying 1,140 miles 
since this morning, Lieutenant Rus- 
sell L. Maughan in a Curtiss pursuit 
plane landed at Rosecrans flying 
field, south of St. Joseph, at 10:5% 
o'clock, centfal time this morning. 
Maughan was flying low-as he ap- 
proached the field from the  north- 
east. He waved to his mechanics, 
who waved flags to direct him to a 
dry section of the field. 

As mechanics rushed forward to 
assist him, Maughan flew upward 
about 50 feet to the astonishment of 
thousands of persons who had as- 
sembled to greet him. He twice cir- 
cled the field and then gracefully 
glided down to a dry spot on the 
north end. 

_“I knew you had a rain here last 
night,” Maughan declared, “so I de- 
cided to come in low and then circle 
the field to get my bearings,” 

Maughan landed in St. Joseph 32 
minutes earlier than he did in his 
last attempt, July 19, 1923, when 
his plane went as far as Rock 
Springs, Wyo. He was taken to the 
hangars, where he asked for cold 
chicken and a glass of milk. 


Late in Getting Started. 

_ Maughan was five minutes in get- 
ting started due to the wet field. He 
said he was slightly ahead of his 
schedule and for that reason remained 
ten minutes longer in St. Joseph than 
he had intended. ‘ 

“I found my engine going fine all the 
way from Dayton to St. Joseph,” 
Maughan said upon landing. “It was 
going even better than in the tirst 
lap. I encountered no rain ‘vest of 
Dayton and flew without difficulty. 

“f want to say now that the trou- 
ble they fixed at. Dayton was not 
brought on while flying,” Maughan 
added. ‘‘They tinkered with the ma- 
chine at Dayton and broke the starter. 
But it is all right now and I. expect 
no trouble the rest of the journey.” 


DELAYED ONE HOUR. . 
AT DAYTON, OHIO. 

Dayton, Ohio, June 23.—Lieuten- 
ant Russell L. Maughan ianced at Me- 
Cook field from Mitcnel Fieia, N. Y., 
at 7:05, eastern standard time, and 
took off at 8:16 in his third at- 
tempt to span the continent from 
diwn to dusk. 

Maughan covered the first lap of 
his journey, New York to Dayton, 576 
miles, in four hours and seven min- 
utes, slightly better than the sched- 
ile he had planned. 

Progress of the flight was delayed 
one hour and 11 minutes here for re- 
pairs to a gasoline line. 

Mechanics at McCook field also 
laced wheels with larger tires on the 
ship. While this was going on, 
Maughan paced restlessly back and 
forth, but never gnce urged the me- 
chanies to greater speed. 

Lieutenant Harold R. Harris, chiet 
test pilot of McCook field, who super- 
vised the work of the mechanics, said 
if the weakened connection had not 
been discovered at McCook field, it 
would have caused the termination of 
the flight. 

Discovered In Time. 

“It certainly would have let go 
somewhere else along the route and 
none of the other scheduled stops are 
equipped with matriais to make sucn 
fitting,” Harris said. 

Just before hopping off, Lieutenant 
Maughan expressed his confidence in 
the result of the flight. 

“It was a terribly rough voyage 
down from New York,’’ Maughan said 
on landing. 

“There was a dense fog over upper 
New York and just east of Pittsburg 
{[ ran into a severe rain and wind- 
storm. The faster I went through 
it, the more the ship bobbed up an: 
down. This irregular movement of 
the ship was so bad it nearly made 
me seasick. Once past Pittsburg 
the flying was ideal.” 

Unexpected By Crew. 

It was a startled crew that greeted 
him on his arrival here. The me- 
chanics had been coming to McCook 
field every morning at 4:30 o'clock 
for the past week awaiting his ar- 
rival,

Maughan, this morning began a race 
with the sun in the hope of spanning 
a tenth of the earth’s circumference 
before his path is darkened. 

Two unsuccessful attempts in the 
past year had not dumpened his ardor 
and following a light breakfast, the 
trail-blazer took the air in his 275- 
horsepower single-seater plane at one- 
half minute before 3 o'clock, eastern 
standard time, 

Some few clouds were in the sky, 
but the eastern star behind glowed as 
a guide, and a half-moon lighted ais 
way toward and over the Alleghenies, 
which he hoped to cross before full 
daylight. One hundred and fifty spec- 
tators watched the departure. 

Crissey field at San Francisco lies 
2,670 miles west, as the crow L.ies. 
The aviator will go somewhat farther 
in his jump between four inland fields, 
where fresh supplies and a few ino- 
ments’ rest awaited him during the 
flight scheduled to consume 16 hours 
and 40 minutes, just four hours less 
than the maximum amount of daylight 
afforded him. From his margin of 
time, the four re-fueling stops iaay 
take two hours, but he hopes to cut 
each stop to third its scheduled 
time. 

Before retiring for a short rest late 
in the evening, the lieutenant was 
jovial and apparently carefree, but 
when he arose and went to the field, 
his face was set. It may have been 
memories. Twice before, details have 
cheated him of a victory earned in 
full measure. 

Two Other Attempts Fail. 

July 19, of last year, he set out 
with the same hopes in the optimism 
of a first trial. Midway across the 
country a small motor ailment forced 
him down. The plane was rushed 
back and ten days later a second at- 
tempt was begun. 

This promised success through every 
hard stage of the journey until at 
Rock Springs, Wyo., 600 miles from 
his goal, an oil leak of no consequence 
in repairing, but vital in the air, 
forced him down. 


AMERICAN SEAPLANES 
ESTABLISH NEW RECORD. 

Washington, June 23.—Four world 
records for seaplanes, including the 
endurance and distance records, were 
supplanted by a’ new world record by 
Lieutenants F. W. Wead and J. D. 
Price in a flight which ended early 
today when their naval craft was 
forced down by engine trouble. 

The navy fliers, who took the air 
from the Anacostia naval air station 
here at 12:10 p. m. yesterday in a 
new type of scouting, bombing and 
torpedo plane, made a sustained flight 
of 13 hours and 23 minutes and cov- 
ered a distance of 1,550 kilometers. 
The present recognized endurance rec- 
ord is 11 hours and 16 minutes and 
the distance record 1,275 kilometers. 

In addition, the flight smashed the 
speed record for both the 500 and 
1,000 kilometer distances, with an av- 
erage of 73.41 miles an hour against 
the record of 71.98 miles for the first. 
and 74.27 miles against the record of 
70.49 miles for the second. For the 
1,500 kilometer distance, a record of 
74.17 miles an hour was set up. 

All of the marks were confirmed by 
officers ef the National Aeronautic 
society and will undoubtedly be rec- 
ognized as new records by the interna- 
tional society. 

Hopes of the two airmen to stretch 
their new endurance record to 24 
hours by remaining up through the 
night and until after noon today were 
defeated by a breakdown of the gaso- 
line pump on their 585 horsepower 
Wright motor.

The average delegate and'the aver- 
age voter of the man-in-the-street 
type attaches weight “40 McAdoo's 
legal connection as a handicap, chiefly 
from one point of view. He fears it 
would be a handicap to the demo- 
erats in the campaign against the re- 
publicans. He fears that the mere 
fact that McAdoo was one of Do- 
heny’s lawyers will make it impossi- 
ble for the democrats to capitalize the 
connection of a republican cabinet 
member, Albert Fall, with Doheny, 
which connection, by the way, is now 
before the grand jury in Washington 
and which, presumably, will emerge 
from the grand jury room, either in 
the form of an indictment or’a failure 
to indict, during this present week 
of the democratic convention, because, 
I understand, the official life of this 
grand jury ends on the first of July.

‘Matter of Taste. 

He reasons that if McAdoo were 
guilty of a crime, or could by any 
stretching of the circumstances be 
charged with a crime, McAdoo’s ene- 
mies would have had him before the 
grand jury long ago. 

He reasons that if McAdoo really 
had been guilty, or apparently guilty, 
of any violation of the formal code of 
legal ethics, his enemies, who are 
powerful and numerous, would have 
had him up on charges before the 
American Bar association long ago.

McAdoo Dry as Sahara. 


More potent as a factor here in 
New York today is the wet and dry 
issue in relation to MeAdoo. McAdoo 
is dry. UHe is dry on principle and 
dry personally. McAdoo’s dryness is, 
perhaps, the deepest and most per- 
sonal principle he has, McAdoo is as 
dry as Wayne Wheeler or William 
Jennings Bryan. Therefore, the drys 
are for McAdoo. As the drys are for 
McAdoo, so are.the wets against him. 
Sometimes they clothe it in other 
words. They put their opposition on 
the ground of legal connections and 
what not, but in the minds of the 
wets, it is McAdoo’s dryness that 
really excites them to the yvehemence 
of their opposition. 

As for the klan issue, it is clearly 
a fact that the klan helped McAdoo 
in Georgia, in Texas and in some oth- 
er states.

Negroes for McAdoo, 


It is a curious fact that McAdoo 


‘is the only democrat in the history 
‘ot time who has had considerable num- 


bers of negro adherents, and Mce- 
Adoo’s suite in the Vanderbilt is tne 
only democratic headquarters’ the 
writer has ever seen where negroes 
are to be found among those paying 
devoted allegiance.

One may 
have his own judgment about the mer- 
it of the attacks or the methods of 
them, but the right of The World to 
oppose McAdoo and its sincerity in 
doing so cannot be impugned by talk 
about “Interests” or ‘“‘Wall street” or 
‘“‘New York.” §$The World for years 
has been regarded as the leading dem- 
ocratic organ in the country. It has 
the same right to assume custody of 
the party interests and conscience 
that any other leader has. Its inde- 
pendence cannot be impeached. 

There is not in the country a pa- 
per more independent, more free from 
the influence 02 outside interests. It 
may be that The World has a candi- 
date of its own te put forward or 
that it prefers any one of several 
other candidates. If that is the case, 
it is as much within The World's right 
and privilege as it is within the right 
and privilege of McAdoo’s friends to 
fight for him. 

The writer cannot discover that the 
league of nations issue is identified 
with the McAdoo issue.

Rome, Ga., June 23.—(Special.)—

One 
well-known writer says, ‘This is a po- 
litical year when members of the two 
houses and occupants of state offices 
must stand before the people on their 
records. Jt has been the custom of 
past legislatures to avoid all big is- 
sues upon which votes are divided 1m- 
mediately preceding an expression of 
the people at the ballot box. Big 
issues always have two sides and sep- 
arate alignments and candidates for 
cffice will not oppose anybody.’ 

“I wonder if this is true? I won- 
der if it can be true with the splen- 
did body of men I am serving with in 
the general assembly? Is it possible 
that these mgn can’t be made to real- 
ize that they are sent to the legisla- 
ture to do the work of the people, 
and to serve the people and not to 
waste their time and the people's 
money in maneuvers for their own 
or somebody else's personal advan- 
tage? 

“It seems to me that when men are 
scon to be measured by their. records, 
it is logical and advantageous to make 
a record of honest and constructive 
service which will meet the just ap- 
proval of constituents. : 

“The coming session of the legisla- 
ture has it in its power to accom- 
plish results of greater value to the 
people of Georgia than any session 
within my recollection if it will only 
go to work and do it.

“The present legislature is a splen- 
did body of men and for my part I 
expect faithful work and constructive 
service from them, but if they fail, 
there can be but one reason and that 
ia that they hold politics above the 
welfare of the people.”

The plank reaffirms the party's 
declaration of 1856, directed against

“We do reaffirm the principle set 
furth in said resolution of the demo- 
cratic platforme of 1856, and do con- 
d¢émn as un-American and undémo- 
cratic political action by secret or 
quasi-secret organizations in further- 
avee of any political ovjective what- 
svever; and in particular do we con- 
demn such action for the purpose of 
prescribing the political rights and 
priviléges of citizens of the United 
States as is now proposed, practiced 
and publicly acknowledged by the o:- 
ganization known ag the Ku Klux 
Klan, and as may now or hereafter be 
proposed or practiced’ by any organt- 
zetion whatsoever.” 

The preamble to the Underwood 
anti-klan resolution recited the “crisis 
in poular government which led to the 
adoption of the 1856 plank,” and 
acded : 

“A similar issue, national in scope, 
row confronts the American people 
whieh the republican gonvention of 
1924 has distinctly evuded by merely 
reaffirming allegiance to the bill of 
rights—limiting legislative action and 
not prohibiting ¢r purporting to pro- 
hibit the participation in politics by 
secret orders, organized for the pur- 
pose of defeating indirectly the prin- 
ciples of civilization underlying the 
bill of rights.” 

Senator Underwood said he was 
fighting for the principle involved 
in the plank he offered. but would 
gree to any “strong” platform dec- 
laration.,

CREOSOTE INHALATIONS IN 
BRONCHITIS. 


Creosote vapor inhalations were in 
general use in the treatment of lung 
tuberculosis a few years ago. At 
present creosote or some derivative 
of creosote is given. internally in some 
cases of tuberculosis, and the inhala- 
tions are more commonly employed 
nowadays in the treatment of chronic 
bronchitis, particularly bronchiectasis 
(dilation of bronchi) and bronchor- 
ektea (excessive mucous flow from 


bronchi). When there is noticeable 
fetor or disagreeable odor in such 
cases the creosote inhalations will 
usually overcome it. 

Creosote is a mixture of phenols, 
chiefly guaiacol and cresol, obtained 
from the distillation of wood. tar. 
Beechwood creosote is usually pre- 
ferr © for medicinal uses, From the 
character of the constituents it is ob- 
vious that creosote is an untiseptic. 
One of the constituents, cresol, is the 
essential part of some of the most 
useful disinfectant solutions. Creo- 
sote is poisonous, it must also be re- 
membered, nearly as poisonous as 
carbolic acid is. 

The use of creosote inhalations in 
the class of bronchitis cases referred 
to is properly called creosote vapor 
bath, for it amounts to a bath, and 
like all other baths except plain air 
baths, it is not to be taken too light- 
ly or without good and sufficient rea- 
son. The absorption of a slight ex- 
cess of creosote is likely to irritate 
the kidneys, through which it is elim- 
inated. 

A small room should be cleared of 
furniture except a stool or wooden 
chair and a plain table, a deal table, 
whatever that may be. The bronchitic 
should wear a suit of-overalls or a 
surgical gown to protect his clothing. 
The eyes must be protected with well- 
fitting goggles. ‘The nostrils should 
be plugged with cotton. A woman 
should protect her hair with a_bath- 
ing eap. Pour a_ tablespoonful of 
creosote into a metal vessel and set 
it on a bracket or stand over an al- 
cohol lamp or bunsen burner. The 
creosote vapor rises in den.e fumes 
which soon fill the room. The game 
is to see how long you can stand it. 
The vapor makes you cough violently 
and probably you will expectorate 
profuselv — that’s part of the game 
we're playing, you understand. No 
matter though, as long as it doesn’t 
bring on, er, emesis. We don’t: intexd 
to rob you of your dinner. This is 
certainly not a_ pleasant process— 
well, for that matter, what bath, ex- 
cept a nice air bath, is pleasant But 
jt is usually followed by considerable 
relief, both in the breathing and in 
the cough and expectoration. ‘Ten 
minutes is a long bath, at first. As 
you get accustomed to it you should 
stick it out for fifteen to thirty min- 
utes, every alternate day, even an 
hour if possible. The fetor, if pres- 
ent. soon disappears under this treat- 
ment. The quantity of expectoration 
becomes greatly diminished. Keep it 
up for a month noi and then rest 

f for a few months. ; 
iin may be inhaled in the 
steam or vapor from boiling water, 
placing a teaspoonful or less in & 
quart- of boiling water in pitcher or 
inhaler and carefully protecting the 
eves and nostrils as for the creosote 
vapor bath. A simple apparatus 
known as a croup kettle is useful for 
this purpose. 

Still a simpler, if not as effective, 
way to inhale creosote is from a per- 
forated zinc inhaler. a loose packing 
of cotton in one end being sprinkled 
with a few drops of the creosote. _ 

Creosote inhalations are for chronic 
cases only and would probably aggra- 
vate acute bronchitis.

Washington, June 23.—The Florida 
Western & Northern railroad today 
won its fight before the interstate 
commerce commission for authority to 
build a line of road from West Palm 
Beach across the state of Florida. 

The authority was granted on con- 
dition that construction be started be- 
fore July 1, and completed by De- 
eember 31, 1925. The road’s peti- 
tion for permissign to retain excess 
earnings was denied. 

Cost of construction of the line was 
estimated by the road at $6,237,911, 
{with gifts and grants estimated at 
$7,000,000. 

The commission warned against an 
overproduction of fruits and vegeta- 
bles in Florida as a result of the 
building of the new road, but cited 
cevelopment of other Florida interests 
as justification for the new line. 

Eastman Dissente. 

Commissioner Eastman, dissenting, 
held that the only justification for 
the bnilding of the road was that it 
would be a valuable extension of the 
Seaboard Air Line road, and urged 
that the authority he withheld until 
the question could he given more con- 
sideration, 

The Seahoard Air Line road has 
already applied to the interstate com- 
merce commission for permission to fi- 
nanre the new construction, and to 
take over the project at its comple- 
tion. 

The Atlantic Coast Line and the 
Florida East Coast railway, answer- 
ing the commission’s questionnaire 
several months ago, stated that condi- 
tions in Florida did not warrant con- 
struction of the line, bunt at a hear- 
ing held later in Florida, no protest 
wae made.

It is now pointed out that 
the per capita censumption of cot- 
ton and its products in the United 
States is no zreater than it was 20 
In the interval the na- 
tional income has been more than 
tripled and the censumption of nart- 
ural silk has increased by 140 per 
cent, 

In the same 2(* years the use of 
artificial silk has grown until the 
quantity consumed. is nearly equal to 
the consumption of ‘natural silk. 

The per capita consumption of 
nearly all other articles that are ad- 
vertised has also increased amazingly 
and the cotton manufacturers are 
slowly waking vp to the fact that 
they must exploit their product as 
others do if they would not be beaten 
in the race, 


Various plans are under considera- 
tion and it seems not improbable that 
some of them wil! soon be put inte 
effect, for it is undeniable that in its 
cheapness, durability and suitability 
to the American climate cotton is to 
be preferred ‘o silk for many pur- 
poses. 

The statistical position continues 
to gain in strength. Up to the 31s: 
of May the insight movement, accora- 
ing to the censu3, was 48,000 bales 
in excess of the ginning, plus ths 
carryover, and it now seems likely 
that the entry “to balance distribu- 
tion” will have to be quite as large 
as it was last yerr.

‘The important thinz 
is the size of the next crop... Until 
public opinion cn the subject has 
'erystallized the merket will probably 
hang around th present level. 

The census report for May, show-

‘ago. was consideted bullish by the 
Stocks en hand, considering 
| heavier refining losses on crude held 
by the mills, are practically the same 
as last year, when all of the oil 
available fer. shipment was taken 
by tbe trade. ‘here is nothing to 
indicate any smaller demand this sea- 
son for the period from June 1 to 
October 1. The advance in the mar- 
ket has begun to reflect this opinion, 
and both crude and refined oil con- 
tinue to be accumulated by refiuing 
interests.

They did it in 1881, and the reason 
they were able to get away with it 
is that the grade numbering in those 
_days was just the reverse of what it 
is today, the first grade grammar 
school being in reality the last grade, 
and the third grade high school being 
'the freshman year of the Boys’ High 
| school. 

Of the 56 young men who partici- 
pated in this remarkable promotion, 
16 graduated three years later, June
